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NEW METHOD OF REGISTRATION OF INDIAN TRADE STATISTICS.

RESOLUTION. 


In paragraphs 2 and 3 of the Resolution of the Government of India in this 
Department, No. 1650—1660-3, dated the 2nd March 1906, it was announced 
that, as a result of the recommendations contained in the Report of the 
Committee on Indian Trade Statistics, which was appointed in 1905, it had been 
decided to introduce, as an experimental measure, a new system for the registra- 
tion of the statistics relating to the foreign seaborne trade of India, namely, the 
recording of imports according to the country of consignment and of exports 
according to the country of final destination, as defined in paragraphs 15 and 
24, respectively, of the Report of the Committee on Indian Trade Statistics. It 
was explained that the system already in force. under which the import. statistics 
were recorded according to the country of shipment and the export statistics 
according to the country containing the port of discharge as declared by the 
exporter, would continue to be maintained ; that the figures compiled under both 
systems would be published concurrently for a period of five yeats ; and that if 
the new system proved satisfactory in actual practice, it could be definitely 
adopted and the old system abandoned. 


2. The first issue of the statistics recorded under the new system of re-. 
gistration above described appeared as a Supplement to the Annual Statement 
of the Foreign Seaborne Trade and Navigation of British India for the year 
1907*1908. e second issue, which contained the statistics relating to the 
year 1908-1909, was published in September 1910; and the third issue, for the 
year 1409-1910, will be published shortly. The statistics for the current year 
1910-1911 have also been recorded, and will be published in due course, under 
both systems. . 


3. The Government of India are satisfied, from a comparison of the figures 
already recorded under the two systems, that the results obtained under the new 
system, which has also been definitely adopted in the Foreign Trade Accounts of 
the United Kingdom from 1909, are superior to those obtained under the old 
system. They are also satisfied that the existence of comparative figures for 
four years obviates any serious break in the continuity of the statistics. They 
have therefore decided that after the close of the current official year the method 
of registration of Indian trade. statistics according to the countries of consign- 
ment and of final destination shall be permanently adopted, and the old system of 
registration finally abandoned. f

“Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 
fst April 1911. 


w iene rain fell chiefly in the northern section. Sowing and transplanti 
of spring rice plucking of tobacco are in progress. Reaping of miscellaneous isl 
and other crops and clearing of hill sides for cultivation continue. Standin crops are in 
good condition. The price of wnhusked rice has risen considerably at Sandoway and Pegu 
and is mostly above normal. 


Eastern Bengal and Assam—The weather was cloudy and warm. Moderately heavy 
showers have fallen in all districts except Malda. Speedy completion of the sowing of jute 
and rice crops is now assured. Harvesting of sugarcane is nearly complete. Later cuttings 
have given better results than the earlier. Harvesting of ganya in Rajshahi is finished 
and the outturn is reported poor. The average price of common rice shows a tendency 
to fall. Very little Burma rice is being imported. Cattle disease prevails im Dacca, 
Chittagong, Noakhali, Sylhet, Goalpara, Darrang and the Naga Hills. 


Bengal.—Rain fell all over the Province except in Birbhum, Gaya and Singhbhum, 
The fall was rather heavy in Howrah, Jessore, Khulna, Shahabad, Purnea, Darjee and 
Cooch Behar and light elsewhere. The recent rainfall has facilitated. ploughing operations, 
serine crops have been damaged to some extent by hailstorm in parts of Murshidabad. 
The newly planted sugarcane and vegetables are doing well in Orissa. Prospects of 
mahua are reported to be unfavourable in parts of the Sonthal Parganas and Hazaribagh, 
Planting of sugarcane, harvesting of spring crops and preparation of lands for the next 
season’s crops continue. The price of common rice hag risen in Burdwan, the 24-Par 
Murshidabad, Patna, Shahabad, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Cuttack, Balasore and Ranchi and 
has fallen in Jessore,Gaya, Saran and Sambaipur. Cattle disease prevails in Burdwan, 
Midnapore, Nadia, Muzaffarpur, Monghyr, the Sonthal Parganas, Puri, Sambalpur, Hazari~ 
bagh, Palamau and Manbhum. The su of fodder and water is ample throughout the 
Province except in parts of Midnapore — the Sonthal Parganas. 


United Provinces.—Light rain fell during the week in the Himalayan and submon- 
tane districts. Eight districts report slight p tiveti from hail but the general outlook 
remains good. Harvesting is in progress except in the hills and threshing has begun in 
the eastern districts. Sowing of sugarcane and extra crops and extraction of oniuie 
continue. Cattle disease is reported from fourteen districts but the general conditién of 
stock is good. Fodder and supplies are ampie, Prices have fallen slightly in eleven and 
have risen in five districts. Elsewhere there is little change. 


Punjab.—Light to moderate rain has fallen in parts of Hissar, Ambala, Jullandur, 
Lahore, Shahpur, Rawalpindi, Mianwali and Multan, The condition.and prospects of 
standing crops are generally good to average. Harvesting of gram and rape seed continues. 
Extra spring crops, sugarcane and cotton are ey J sown. Standing crops have been 
damaged by hailstorm in parts of Mianwali and by flood in parts of Multan. Prices are 
easy. The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder is sufficient except in parts of 
Ferozepore and Rawalpindi. 

North-West Frontier Province.—Rain averaging from 19 cents in Dera Ismail Khan 
to 87 cents in Peshawar fell during the week all over the Province proving beneficial to 
spting crops. The condition of standing crops is average. Autumn and extra spring 
sowings continue in Peshawar and Dera Ismail Khan. Pressing and planting of sugarcané 
are still in progress in Bannu. Floods are reported in the Tochi and Kurram rivers in 
Bannu, The fodder and water supply are generally sufficient. There is no irrigation 
from the Paharpur canal in the Dera fsmail Khan district. Cattle are generally in food 
condition. The public health is generally good except in certain villages of the Dera 
tahsif in the Dera Ismai! Khan district. Prices of food grains, except dajra, show 4 sli 
tendency to fall.

Estimates of outturn are 
generally fair to good. Harvesting of spring crops is progressing generally. Threshing 
continues in parts of Hyderabad, Broach, Kanara, the Deccan and Mahi Kantha. Cotton 
icking is progressing in parts of Gujarat, the Karnatak, Baroda, Cutch and Kolhapur. 
ds are being prepared for next season in ‘t9ts of Hyderabad, Ahmedabad, Kaira, 
the Konkan, the Deccan, the Karnatak and Kathiawar. The fodder supply is adequate. 
Agricultural stock is deficient in parts of the Deccan but is generally in good 
condition. Water for drinking and irrigation is generally adequate. Grain stocks are 
sufficient. Prices have risen in Sukkur, Larkana, Hyderabad, the Panch Mahals, 
Broach, Surat and Dharwar ; have fallen in Ahmedabad, Kaira, Colaba, Ratnagiri, 
Khandesh, Nasik, eemodoayer: Poona, Satara and Belgaum and are generally stationary 
elsewhere. The quantity of food grains purchasable per rupee is in Sind 8 to 30 per 
cent, in Gujarat 5 to 31 percent, in the iiokan 13 to 25 per cent, inthe Deccang to 4 
33 per cent and in the Karnatak 23 to 31 per cent less than the normal, 


Hyderabad.—No rain fell during the week. Harvesting of spring crops is nearing 
completion and the crop is fair. Fuar has been damaged somewhat in parts by severe 
cold. Late rice is being weeded in many places, The crop is fair to good but has suffered 
slightly by inadequate water supply in parts of the Nalgonda and Karimnagar districts 
and by insects in the Gulbarga district. Harvesting of the crop has commenced in parts. 
Cattle disease prevails in five talukas. Prices :—wheat 8, coarse rice 7 and juar 14 seers 
per rupee. White juar is selling in Hyderabad od at 11 and yellow juar at 12 seers per 
rupee. The highest price in districts is 9 seers in Warangal and the lowest 24 seers in 
Mahbubnagar. 


Mysore.—Prices of food grains are generally steady. Markets are well supplied. 
The outturn of the harvests and prospects of the season are good. Cattle are healthy. 
Water and fodder are available. :

‘Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs, on Thursday, 
the 13th April 1911, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports © 
of the period. 


1. A disturbance in the extreme north gave rain at the beginning of the week in} the 
North-West Frontier Province and snow in Kashmir, The precipitation was followed by 
a fairly well marked cool wave which passed rapidly eastward across northern India, but 
its influence did not last long and by the 11th temperature was approximately normal 
throughout the country, Maximum temperatures ranging from 105° to,108° were recorded © 
during the week at stations in the United Proyinces, the Central Provinces and the Madras 
Deccan. 


2. Rainfall was fairly abundant in Assam, but elsewhere was confined to a few falls 
in Burma, the extreme north of India and the southern half of the Peninsula. 


3. At the close of the week the sea was rough at Colombo and ‘was rising in the 
vicinity of the Andamans and south Tenasserim ; these conditions combined with a change 
in the direction of the winds and the commencement of rainfall in the Andamans indicated 
a disturbance in the south of the Bay. 


4. Burma—Light rain fell at Mandalay on the 6th and at Myitkyina on the toth 
ahd 11th. 


Northeast India, including Orissa.—Rainfall occurred in Assam every day except the 
roth and there was a light fall at Narayanganj on the 6th. 


The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces——There was 20 
rain, and skies were cloudless throughout the week. 


Northwest India.—Rainfall was fairly general in the Nort-West I'rontier Province on 
the 7th, and a few falls of snow occurred in Kashmir on the 7th and 8th. 


The Peninsula-—A few falls of rain occurred in Madras and Mysore, and Sholapur 
also reported a light fall on the 8th, } 


5. The largest amounts of precipitation during the week were as follows :—
